3. SOURCES STATED THAT A COVERED PICKUP TRUCK PULLED 
IN FRONT OF SOLDATTI’ S VEHICLE, THEREBY BLOCKING THE 
PATH OF SOLDATTI’ S VEHICLE AND THE OCCUPANTS OF THE TRUCK 
BEGAN SHOOTING. A WOMAN MEMBER OF THE MONTONEROS JUMPED 
OUT OF THE BACK OF THE TRUCK WEARING A MILI TARY-TYPE
